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CULTURE: While most Fuchsias within a reasonable distance from the c Deparimentof Agrlcitis 
full sun, the majority of them will be happier if planted in a cool situation. The soil in wm e 
grown should be well worked and should have incorporated with it plenty of humus in the form of leaf mold, 
peat moss, or compost. They like moisture and the soil should never be permited to dry out completely during 
the summer months. A mulch of leaf mold or peat moss should be kept on top of the ground for this purpose.
